The other candidates on the 
informal ‘‘slate’’ of J. Elton 
Patridge, George Matthews and 
Herb Warren had 16, 12 and 20 votes 
in that order. 

Independent candidates Kenneth 
Hoyt, Denise Mulick and Jack Reid 
were not in double figures in the 
absentee vote. Bob Frankeny, who 
had withdrawn, had two votes and 
Larry Cope, another candidate who 
had taken himself out of the 
running, had no votes.

Those were the day after election 
comments of Sterling Fox, superin- 
tendent of the Yorba Linda School 
District, after the Revenue Limit 
Increase election lost by a 67 vote 
margin, 1447 NO to 1380 YES votes. 

Admitting that he was ‘‘numb’’, 
Fox asked a rhetorical question: 
*‘Where can we go from the bottom, 
we are 1Sth out of 15 districts.”’ 

The school district had asked 
voters to make a decision on adding 
78 cents to every $100 assessed 
valuation on their tax rate. This 
would have increased the money 
behind each student to $150. 

That money would have been used 


, tO maintain the present program of 


education and setvices’ and to 
restore reductions in both categories 
made after a similar election was 
defeated last May. 

As returns came into City Hall 
election night the absentee vote and 
the first two precincts, 2 and 4, gave 
the YES vote a slight lead. Two 
consecutive returns, 11 and 9, had 
majorities for the NO vote but YES 
stayed ahead. 

The YES lead was increased a 
little with two favorable precincts, 6 
and 14, reporting but that was 
virtually the last gasp. Of the 
remaining Six precincts only one, 16, 
had a larger YES vote and another, 
3, was deadlocked at 73 votes

After the city precincts 
were al! in results had to be counted 
from two county area precincts. One 
had a three vote margin for NO and 
the other a four vote lead for YES. 

There were seven local precincts 
which were not included in the 
district election as residents are part 
of the Placentia Unified School 
District. 

The same 13 precincts that voted 
in the YL District also cast votes for 
the Fullerton Union High School 
District Revenue Limit Increase of 
30 cents. 

The result was similar with the NO 
vote prevailing over the YES vote by 
a count of 1554 to 1187. The local 
total, added to the votes throughout 
the PUSD, amounted to defeat for 
the measure. The final tally was 
16,125 NO and 13,667 YES.

Carl Downs, State Forest Ranger 
and County Fire Chief, announced 
that the Fire Department’s annual 
Hazard Reduction Program is 
underway.

The Hazard Reduction Program, 
formerly known as the Weed 
Abatement Program, is now in its 
32nd year.

496 votes, Reid 492 and Hoyt 484. 
Cope got 226 and Frankeny, 147. 

Chaput took 17 of the 20 precincts 
with Warren carrying the other 
three. Warren had the highest vote 
in Precincts 1, 7 and 9. 

The turnout of voters was a 
commendable 45% which lived up to 
the estimate of City Clerk Dorothy 
Jones who had predicted it would be 
higher than the 37% of two years 
ago. The total vote was 4,243, out of 
a possible 9,384. 

The largest number of voters was 
in Precinct 7 at the Church of Christ 
where 324 out of 671 eligible voters 
cast ballots. This was 48% but the 
highest percentage honors went to 
Precinct 12 at the Paine School 
where 58% or 289 out of 297 voters 
marked ballots. 

The first precinct #18 at the Troy 
Club, came into City Hall at 9:20 
p-m. It was 13 minutes before the 
next one came in, Precinct 10 at the 
Evangelical Free Church. Four more 
reports followed in the next four 
minutes. 

By 10 p.m. 11 precincts had 
reported in a 40 minute period. 
There were 12 minute, eight minute 
and 23 minute waits between the 
next three reports. 

Precinct 15, the Kenny Resi- 
dence, reported in at 11 and the last 
five came in in 11 minutes. Precinct 
1 at Lake Park wound up the 
counting. 

The precincts reported in this 
order: 18-10-20-2-4-17-16-11-15-8-9- 
19-6-S-12-7-3-13-14-1. 

The dubious honor of the lowest 
turnout went to Precinct 16 at the 
Bosley Residence in the northeast 
part of town where only 82 of 316 
registered voters cast ballots. This 
tied them for the lowest percentage, 
25, with the Troy Club voters, #18, 
where only 154 of 599 voters went to 
the polling place. 

Surprisingly, none of the 
candidates appeared at City Hall

during the vote count. Mayor Ewing 
was there and on the phone relaying 
reports. The crowd, perhaps 
because of the rain, was never large 
at the counting place. 

The decision by the voters is not 
expected to change the philosophy 
of the Council, but will more likely 
strengthen the mood towards the 
strongest low density application of 
the General Plan. 

The winning candidates had the 
support of retiring Mayor Carolyn 
Ewing and retiring Councilman 
Rudy Castro, along with that of 
incumbent Councilman Wedaa. 

The appointments to fill the 
vacancies of Fried and Groot on the 
Planning Commission will be 
watched closely to see if the persons 
selected will fit in the same ‘‘low 
density’’ mold. 

The late stages of the campaign 
were marked by a bomb threat at 
B&B Chevrolet on _ Imperial 
Highway. A night caller informed a 
salesman that a bomb had been 
placed in the used car fot. 

Police were called but could find 
no bomb. Owner Bob Booz was of 
the opinion that the threat was 
linked to the publicity he received 
when a mailing contained the 
literature of candidates Warren, 
Matthews and Patridge. 

A change in the agreement with 
the Brea Police Department may be 
in the offing as most candidates 
indicated they would like to have 
police service on a more permanent 
basis than it is at the present time. 

Further changes in the sign 
ordinance, one of the campaign 
issues, are unlikely as a result of the 
election. The winners were all in 
favor of retaining the ordinance as it 
now stands. It had recently been 
modified to some degree. 

The presentation of the 1976-77 
fiscal year budget to the Council will 
be watched closely as the possibility 
of a city property tax was a prime 
£ ject of remarks and questions at 
candidate’s forums. Most candi- 
dates, including the victors, said 
they feel such a tax will be necessary 
in the future. 

The official canvas of turns held 
last Friday turned up a ‘‘reporting’’ 
error which changed Warren’s total 
by five votes. He had 97 rather than 
92 votes in Precinct 13 and this 
changed his total from 1689 to 1694. 

The Council met Tuesday night to 
declare the results official, to have 
the newly elected members sworn in 
and possibly to elect a Mayor and 
Mayor Pro-Tem. A report on that 
meeting was not possible in this 
edition because of press deadline. A 
report will be carried in the March 17 
edition.

Dear Editor: 


For many months the City of 
Yorba Linda has been endeavoring 
to save lives and prevent property 
damage by getting Imperial 
Highway striped within the City 
limits. 

The City Council has been 
diligently trying to correct the 
problem for six months. Numerous 
efforts, direct to the California 
Department of Transportation, (Cal 
Trans) have been to no avail. 

It is most evident that Cal Trans 
has been dragging its feet to the 
needs of the people by not providing 
essential safe driving conditions 
within heavy traffic areas. 

This is a real serious problem not 
only to the residents of Yorba Linda, 
but to the thousands of other 
motorists that pass through the city 
daily. 

This lack of sensitivity is 
manifested by the numerous traffic 
accidents that have been serious and 
damaging to personnel and 
automobiles. The question, there- 
fore, arises as to why Cal Trans has 
not implemented any action to stripe 
the highway and preclude fatal 
accidents. 

Are they really waiting to see 
someone die on Imperial? Do they 
need such bloody demonstrations to 
instigate corrective measures. | 
wouldn’t think so. 

However, I do know that they have 
been officially made aware of this 
grave condition that is with us 24 
hours every day. Cal Trans has also 
indicated there is a lack of funds, but 
this appears to merely be a means of 
giving low priority to a sober 
situation, as Cal Trans is busy 
spending monies elsewhere. 

Telephone calls, many of them to 
Cal Trans, 639-6682, certainly will 
be a means of accelerating action. 
During the interim, exceptionally 
special attention to alert driving may 
be a means of self-preservation.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF YORBA LINDA, 
AMENDING CHAPTER 6 OF THE CODE OF THE CITY OF YORBA LINDA 
REGARDING THE UNIFORM BUILDING CODE. 


THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF YORBA LINDA DOES ORDAIN AS 


FOLLOWS: 


SECTION 1: Section 6-2 of the Code of the City of Yorba Linda is hereby amended 


by adding Subsection (f) and (g) to read as follows: (f) Chapter 13, Sec. 1310(a) is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 1310{a) Fire Detection Systems. Every dwelling unit within apartment 
houses shall be provided with approved detectors of products of combustion other 
than heat conforming to U.B.C. Standard No. 43-6 mounted on the ceiling or wall at 
a point centrally located in the corridor or area giving access to rooms used for 
sleeping purposes. In an efficiency dwelling unit the detector shall be centrally 
located on the ceiling of the main room. Where sleeping rooms are on an upper 
level, the detector shall be placed at the center of the ceiling directly above the 
stairway. All detectors shall be located within twelve (12) inches of the ceiling. Care 
shall be exercised to insure that the installation will not interfere with the operating 
characteristics of the detector. When actuated, the detector shall provide an alarm. 
Where a structural change or structural repair of a dwelling unit is made in excess of 
one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, detectors of products of combustion other than 
heat conforming to U.B.C. Standard 43-6 shall be provided. 

(g) Chapter 14, Sec. 1413 is hereby amended by adding Sec. 1413(b). 

Section 1413(b) Existing Dwellings. Where a structural change or structural 
repair is made in excess of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars, detectors of products of 
combustion other than heat conforming to U.8.C. Standard 43-6 shall be provided.

This is Part Six of the 
article on Horsemanship, 
written by Mrs. Charis 
Nagel. This week she is still 
on the subject of aids, this 
time using the weight. 

WrIGHT: Your body 
weight becomes a cue when 
you shift position in the 
saddle. This does not mean 


that you ‘‘throw your 
weight’’ by leaning exces- 
sively. 


Actually, you can give a 
weight cue by putting more 
pressure on one stirrup than 
the other, by shifting your 
seat bone (this is the same 
as shifting your seat on a 
hard chair or bleachers), or 
by including the upper part 
of your body slightly to be in 
rhythm with your horse. 

As you school your horse, 
you will find that response 
will come from very slight 
weight shifts. If you study 
the effects of your weight on 
the horse’s back, you will 
see that the horse is shifting 
its balance to match your 
balance. 

As this takes place, 
certain parts of the horse, 
especially the legs, are 
either held in place by 
weight or left free to move 
because they bear little 
weight. 

Learning to be a good 
horseman or horsewoman is 
really learning the effects of 
the aids - how to combine 
them to make your horse 
perform, then to use them 
in schooling and, finally, 
performing them with your 
horse. It is a challenge to 
use your knowledge and 
skill with that of a horse and

BODY PUSITION AND 


AIDS IN MOTION: The 
change in position of your 
body, the degree of contact 
with your horse’s mouth 
through your reins, and the 
contact pressure of your 
legs all change as you ride 
the different gaits. 

A common fault is to 
overdo the degree of 
change. This results in a 
loose, or sloppy, form of 
riding. You should learn to 
stay poised, supple and 
balanced just as you want 
your horse to move supple 
and balanced.
